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I t is hard to believe it's 16 weeks 
since my last programme notes and 
it's impossible for me describe the 
sheer volume of work which has, and 
continues to be, undertaken by so many 
people to ensure that we could resume 
the 2019/20 Sky Bet Championship season. 

I want to begin my column by wishing you 
and your family the best mental and physical 
health, in what is and has been a very 
challenging, confusing and emotional period 
in human history. 

As I say, so much work has gone into bringing 
football back safely and it gives me great 
pleasure to be able to welcome Garry Monk, 
his players and staff to Ashton Gate today, 
where we are operating strict protocols 
to ensure a secure environment whilst we 
continue to fight for three valuable points. 

There have been so many challenges both on 
and off the pitch since the last ball was kicked 
here on March 7th. I've had dual responsibility 
as CEO of Bristol City and as an elected 
director on the EFL Board...l couldn't have 
been in the role at a more turbulent time. 

There have been an array of challenges, with 
the landscape changing throughout the last 
few months. After the Fulham game, there 
was the realisation that as the EFL Board we 
needed to make a decision on the next round 
of fixtures. This of course included our own 
game against Blackburn Rovers, as the severity 
of the virus was only just becoming clear. 

As best we could, we had to assess the scale 


of the pandemic's impact on football as an 
industry. As an EFL Board - led by chairman 
Rick Parry, who has been fantastic - we had 
to formulate what the future would look like 
and, at one point, it was not when we could 
return but if we could return at all. 

Once we understood the practicalities, we 
were able to work with Government and 
other relevant bodies on a return to a training 
programme. So many people, including our 
own Head of Performance Andy Rolls, have 
gone above and beyond in playing a huge part 
nationally in getting us back to this point. 

I think what will stand out for me in this 
time is how human nature has come to the 
forefront, people have pulled together and 
we've cared for each other in more ways than 
ever before. 

We always asked ourselves if it was right to 
bring football back. Financially it was the right 
thing to do both for the club and its impact on 
the local economy, but it always had to return 
in a safe and secure manner. 

We're now at that point and still just two 
points outside the play-offs with eight 
scheduled games to go. The disappointment 
last weekend was clear but the players do 
understand the weight of the responsibility 
and we have a chance to bounce back today, 
so please get right behind the boys however 
you're following the game today.

ADAPTING TO A NEW NORMAL 


L ead Physiotherapist 
Andy Proctor explains 
how the staff and players 
have had to adapt new 
ways of working under 
the restrictions and 
guidelines set out by the club 
and the EFL. 

New protocols came into place 
last month to enable a safe 
training environment during the 
COVID-19 outbreak. 

"It's been massive the changes 
we've had to implement, the way 
we've got to work is different," 
Proctor told Downsy in the latest 
episode of the Robins Nest 
Podcast. "So we haven't been 
doing any hands-on treatment, 
that was until the end of last 
week where a few things were 
deemed essential. 

"The amount of gloves, masks 
and aprons we've got in and the 
amount we've got through, it's a 
big change for us.

Players have also been doing their 
own strappings for example, to 
mixed effects!

"Benik did one which was awful 
and it hurt his ankle because he 
did it so tight. I've had to help 
Adam Nagy a bit, but most have 
been alright!" 

It is just over two years exactly 
since the club welcomed Proctor

He has got to 
know the players well and, with 
the 2019/20 season resuming 
last weekend, Proctor says he 
can feel the close-knit nature of 
the group. 

"When we all came back I said 
it felt different, like the lads felt 
tighter and the group felt as one," 
he said. "I don't know what to 
put that down to and I've only 
experienced it once before where 
I just knew the group was perfect 
for what we were trying to achieve.

I n the programme for the 
Wigan match on October 
27th, reference was made 
to the photograph on this 
page which had defied all 
my best efforts to identify. 

Fortunately, this no longer 
continues to frustrate, as Darren 
Hurley, the author of the Wedlock 
book, has not only come up with 
the goods but found a good story. 

The occasion was the deciding 
match in the South Western 


Counties Championship, which 
Gloucestershire had lost to their 
visitors the previous season. 

Anxious to avoid a similar fate, 
Gloucestershire - in what was an 
amateur competition - worked 
a flanker, fielding a team of 
professionals on Wednesday, 
March 9th 1898. Their ploy not 
only worked, but surprisingly 
escaped a reprimand, though this 
unsportsmanlike behaviour was 
roundly condemned in the Dorset 
press.

KING GARY TAKES CITY UP 

Mike Adams continues his story of City's fight back from near extinction in 1982, 
by recalling the story of the 2006/07 promotion season... 


fter Danny Wilson had 
taken City to the play¬ 
offs in two successive 
seasons, the Robins 
missed out on the 
top six by one point 
in 2004/05 under Brian Tinnion 
before handing the reins to Gary 
Johnson in late September 2005. 

After a season of consolidation 
the charismatic former Yeovil 
Town boss managed to avoid 
the play-off gamble entirely by 
steering City to second spot in 
2006/07. 

The season began with a 1-0 
home win over champions-to-be 
Scunthorpe United, but three 
defeats lowered the mood. 
Fortunately this was a mere 
blip, ended by a fine 3-1 win at 
Northampton Town, a scoreline 
repeated at Ashton Gate against 
Chesterfield in mid-September, 
which lifted City to third. From 


then on, the Robins would stay 
in the top six before a repeat 
scoreline away at Chesterfield in 
early March saw them move up to 
second - a position they held to 
the end of the season. 

March was a good month, City 
banking 16 points from the 21 on 
offer. But with three matches to 
play City's three goalkeepers were 
ruled out injured. Thankfully, the 
Football League sanctioned the 
emergency loan signing of John 
Ruddy from Everton. 

After finding themselves 0-1 
down at Carlisle United after five 
minutes against a side buoyed 
by five consecutive wins, Jamie 
'Boom Boom' McCombe's header 
on 45 minutes ensured the sides 
entered the break on level terms, 
before Enoch Showunmi gave 
them the lead on 65 minutes and 
Bradley Orr calmed nerves with a 
third goal. 


With Blackpool and Nottingham 
Forest hot on their heels, City 
needed one win from their last 
two games to clinch promotion 43 
but lost 1-0 at Millwall through 
a 78th-minute goal, setting up 
a must-win grandstand finish 
at home to already-relegated 
Rotherham United. 

David Noble eased nerves on eight 
minutes with an angled volley, 
before sliding in a second on 44 
minutes to give City breathing 
space. Alex Russell's goal three 
minutes into the second half 
had the fans in dreamland, only 
slightly dampened by Rotherham's 
consolation goal three minutes 
later. 

The scenes after the final whistle 
spoke volumes as jubilant 
supporters flooded onto the 
pitch to celebrate a return to the 
second tier after an eight-year 
absence.

Our chat got me thinking about

Liam Rosenior, Leroy Lita, Cole 
Skuse, Joe Bryan and Bobby Reid. 

Granted there is more to come 
from Han-Noah. But that's 
hopefully all part of the learning 
experience, and if his polite and 
calm manner is anything to go by, 

I have no doubts he has the right 
attitude to reach the very top.
